Tho quickest and easiest way tc 
drench a drove of hogs is to drive 
them into a small pen where they will 
have but little room to move about. 
T,/ hold the animal while dr%'cki:ig 
it a noose of sash cord or q u a r t e r 
inch rope can be placed around tilt 
upper jaw*. w*ell

angles of the lips, and the medicine 
thrown into the back part of the 
mouth with a dose syringe. 
As there 
is danger of a hog breaking a syringe 
it is best to use a metal one. 
Some 
times when the drench is bulky and 
the hog hard tc hold, it is necessary 
to elevate the head and raise the fore 
feet off the ground.

It Claimed This Money Should Have 
Gone to the Government— Erred

London. Get. IL —Tile new budget 
with ifs tariff innovations, to which 
the free traders acquiesced quite will­ 
ingly at first; has developed a strong 
apposition to further tariff changes 
md even to some already decided on. 
If any protective tariff survives the 
war it will probably be aimed only at 
certain luxuries and 
some 
products 
which Germain had succeeded in 1110- 
i uopolizing before the war. 
The new tobacco and tea 
tax 
is 
held up by the liberal organs as an 
object lesson in the* effects of protec­ 
tion. 
There has always been a duty 
ax 
on 
these 
articles simply as a 
neans of raising revenue. 
Tea and 
obacco are both controlled by trusts. 
In anticipation of budget changes, 
lie tea and tobacco importers, who 
ii ways keep an immense 
stock 
on 
land, had been importing stocks to 
ast for years. With the first rumors 
>f the new' budget they began to take 
heir goods out of bond. 
This was 
irevented to some extent by the arbi­ 
t r y action of the ♦chancellor of the 
exchequer in the few days preceding 
he announcement of the new budget. 
Under the new budget, the dutv on 
• ca was increased eight cents a pound 
md tobacco a bit under three cents 
in ounce. 
But the day following the 
.-ending of the new budget in parlia- 
nent, the tobacco trust announced a 
ie\v scale for retailers, advancing the 
Trice of pipe tobacco four cents an 
nince, while cigarettes were put up 
tbout 25 per cent a pack, which 
weighs but part of an ounce. A three­ 
penny packet now’ costs four-pence. 
Most firms charge four cents extra 
in a packet of ten cigarettes, which 
•un twelve to the half ounce. 
Tim new budget, the free traders 
point out, simply g^ive the trusts a 
chance to shove up the 
prices 
of 
tucks already held in the limit of 
*hc new tariff wall. They will pocket 
'pillions of dollars that should have 
gone to the government. 
Perhaps it 
'•ll be years in some cases before 
tho wholesaler begins to pay duty. 
Tea is controlled by a few big firms 
,,who act in harmony. 
These finns 
?< p.trol a system of ton shops—cheap 
*•♦■■4 tau rants 
corresponding 
to 
the 
coffee houses in America—reaching 
ill over England. 
One firm has tea 
counters in every railway station in 
England and tea shops in every town 
of importance, wRh a string in Lon­ 
don composed of 
hundreds. 
These 
firms ordinarily soil tea at four cents 
a cup. but have now raised the price 
*0 five cents. As there are a hundred 
cups cff tea to a pound— perhaps much 
more in the restaurants, where the 
leaf is boiled in soda so as to extract 
ho full strength—the increased pro-1 
fits amount to a dollar a pound on the 
excuse of an eight-cent tariff. 
Tea and tobacco are, 
course, im­ 
ported products. 
But the action of 
the tariff on articles not hitherto tax-1 
cd. so one paper asserts, would be j 
the same. A protective tariff on food 
and wearing apparel would merely I 
give the producers anti handlers a 
chance to raise their profits, it says, I 
without benefitting labor, while the 
increased cost of living would force 
up wages so that Great Britain could 
ne 
meet foreign competition, as she 
did in the days of cheap living'. 
By an irony, Hic very tobacco trust 
w hich is arousing 
so much indigna­ 
tion among the people, 
even to the 
extent of causing some to swear off 
smoking, met public support 
when 
fir t established. 
The American to­ 
bacco trust some years ago threaten­ 
'd to invade the kingdom. Thereupon 
tin* British public rallied to the de­ 
fense of the British sellers, who es­ 
tablished a 
defensive 
organization. 
This defensive league 
is 
how made 
an offensive league against the Brit­ 
ish public. 
It is pointed out that Mr. McKen­ 
na made a grave mistake in not put­ 
ting a stamp tax on tobacco, instead 
of raising the duties. This is done in 
the case of patent medicines which 
charge the extra amount 
only when 
the stamp is affixed. The dealers in 
medicine are given a certain time in 
which to comply with the new' law'.

INJURY BY FIELD MICE!I tofts' 


Ravages of Little Rodents Result 
in Serious Losses. 


Problem of Controlling Animals Is One 
of Considerable Importance to 
Farmers ard Orchardists— 
Plea for Eradication. 


‘By D. EL LANTZ.) 
Short-tailed field mice are commonly 
known as meadow mice, pine mice and 
moles; 
locally as bear mice. buck­ 
tailed mice or black mice. 
The term 
includes a large number of closely re 
lated species widely distributed over 
the northern hemisphere. 
The runs of meadow mice are main­ 
ly on the surface of the ground under 
grass, leaves, weeds, brush, boards, 
snow or other sheltering litter. 
They 
are 
hollowed 
out 
by 
the animals 
claws and w'orn hard and smooth by 
being frequently "traversed. 
Meadow mice are injurious to most 
crops. 
They destroy grass in mead­ 
ow's and pastures; cut down grain, clo­ 
ver and alfalfa; eat graih left stand­ 
ing in shocks; 
injure seeds, bulbs, 
flow'ers and garden vegetables, and are 
especially harmful to trees and shrub 
bery. 
The extent of their depreda­ 
tions is usually in proportion to their 
numbers. 
When present even in ordinary num ­ 
bers meadow' mice cause serious in­ 
jury to orchards and nurseries. Their 
attacks on trees are often made in I 
winter under cover of snow, hut they 
may occur at any season under shei- 


Shrubbery aim rrec^r* 
In the eastern part of the I’nited 
Skates pine mice do more damage to 
orchards than do meadow' mice, partly 
because their work is undiscovered 
until trees begin to die. 
Methods of destroying field mice or 
holding them in (heck by trapping and 
poisoning are equally applicable to 
meadow mice and pine mice. 
If mice are present in small num 
hers. as Is often the ease in lawns, gar­ 
dens or seedbeds, they may readily 
be caught in strong mon«ft traps of the 
guillotine type. 
These should be bait­ 
ed with oatmeal or other grain, or may

The list of cultivated 
trees and shrubs injured by these ani­ 
m als includes nearly all those grown 
by the horticulturist. 
Pine mice inhabit chiefly forested 
regions and are unknown on the open 
plains. 
Ordinarily they live in the 
woods, but are fond of phi pastures or 
lands not frequently cultivated. 
Their harmful activities include the 
destruction of potatoes, sweet pota-

Mere attention should be given to 
fall chickens, for there is a large 
profit made in them. Very often hens 
steal their nests away and c?me up 
with chicks in the fail. These are, as 
a rule, neglected and the chicks die 
from exposure and want of food. Ex­ 
perience has taught me, says a writer 
in an exchange, that it is a wise thing 
to care for these chicks, for they will 
live through the winter if properly 
taken care of, and be ready for the 
m arket in March or April when the 
price of young fries is good. 
Last fall the first of November, I 
had three hens to hatch out 24 chicks 
I have a room at one end of my chick­ 
en house that is plastered and has a 
door and windows in it. 
I gave all 
the chicks to one hen, and put them 
with her in this room. 
I kept plenty 
^ straw on the floor for w’armth and 
litter, provided them with a box of 
oyster shells, and fed them on winter 
alfalfa, grains, meat scraps and hot 
mash made of middlings. 
I had a nice bunch of chicks ready 
for the market. I made a contract with 
the manager of a large hotel to sell 
them to him for 60 cents a pound 
One does not mind the labor spent 
w hen considering the nice profit.

Another good bait is made of un­ 
cooked vegetables, like carrots and 
potatoes, chopped up and poisoned 
with paris green or arsenic.
